icit for the year ending June 30: 
will be more than double the 600

Rev- 
enue receipts, however, have been 
fanning almost 10 per cent below

Chicago, June 16 —(/P) — Eddie 


Waituus, Philadelphia Phillies first 
baseman who was shift''by. a 19- 
year-old girl, admirer, was report- 
ed "a bit improved" today. 


The bobby soxer assilant 
who 


was secretly in love with him was 
summoned into felony court on a 
charge of assault with intention to 
murder the star player, who was 
shot near the heart by a .22 cali- 
ber rifle bullet. 


Hospital authorities, who termed 


his condition "fair to poor" yes- 
terday, said this morninjg that he 
was better. 


Oxygen and blood plasma were 


administered to the 28 year 
old 
ball player but physicians delayed 
operation to remove the bullet still 
lodged in his chest. 


His physicians at 
Illinois 
Ma- 


sonic hospital said Waitkus rallied 
from several low spells 
yester- 


day. 
A lung specialist 
described 


his condition as "much improved 
but still guarded." 


Ruth Steinhagen, 
19 year old 


typist, in statements to police re- 
lated how she shot Waitkus, 
her 


baseball hero, after she lured him 
to her hotel room Tuesday night. 
The tall-dark-haried girl told and 
retold her story of the shooting in 
her 12th floor room ftt the fashion- 
able Edgewater Beach hotel. 


Told by state's Attorney John S. 


Boyle that the shooting was a seri- 
ous offense, she replied: "Oh, it's 
just a simple one." Asked if she 
was sorry, she said: 


"I'm not really sorry. I'm sorry 
Eddie-has -to 'suffer so. -I'm sorry 
it had to be him. But I had to shoot 
somebody. Only in that way could 
1 relieve the nervous tension I've 
been under the last two years. The 
shooting has relieved that tension." 


Ruth's mother, Mrs. Edith Stein- 


hagen and her girl friends said she 
had a secret crush on Waitkus, who 
is single, ever since she first saw 
him play ball with the Cubs 
in 


1947. 
Waitkus was with the Cubs 


for three years, going to the Phil- 
lies in a trade last winter. 


Mrs. Steinhagen said her daugh- 


ter had visited two psychiatrists 
who told her "nothing was wrong 
with her except that she should for- 
get about Waitkus."

They appeared 
determined to salvage from their 
month-long parley in Paris 
two 


broad agreements on the future of 
Berlin and Austria. 


British and French officials .said 


the ministers would make every 
effort to wind up their work by 
tonight, but American and Russian 
sources expressed doubt the talks 
would end before Saturday. 


Some concrete arrangements for 


the future of Berlin are believed in 
sight. It was 
understood 
these 


would pledge all four powers not 
to impose any kind (Of trade 
or 


traffic restrictions in Berlin and 
to work for a revival of trade be- 
tween eastern and western Ger- 
many. 


The ministers today faced the 


question of how they can help set- 
tle the complicated Berlin railway 
strike. Leaders of the anti-Com- 
munist rail strikers in the German 
city were seeking ways to settle 
east-west sector traffic problems. 


Western rail traffic in Berlin has 


been stalled since the walkout on 
the 
Russian-controlled 
railways 


began May 21. The strikers have 
demanded full pay in west marks, 
union recognition and job securi- 
ty.

Walterboro, S. C., June 16—(UP) 


— Wyman Hiott, 61, was sched- 
uled to go on trial today charged 
with poisoning his 80-year-old sister 
and burying her alive in a pigsty. 


Hiott told officers he put strych- 


nine in Mrs. Carrie Hiott Carter's 
coffee last April because he got 
"fed 
up" with taking care of her. 


The semi-invalid sister, a frail 


old woman who weighed less than 
80 pounds, was found buried two 
feet deep under boards and paper 
fertilizer bags in a stall in Hiott's 
barn where two hogs were penned. 


She had lived with her brother 


at his farm house near this low- 
country town, and in 
the 
days 


loading up to her death had been 
confined to bed most of the time. 


When officers u n e a r thed the 


body Hiott admitted killing his sis- 
initially he denied killing his sis- 
ter. Later, in Colleton county jail, 
he was quoted as confessing 
he 


poisoned her.

Worland, Wyo., June 16 — 
W — Affable Archie Geiser, 
who rassled a lot of C-54 trans- 
ports over the hump during the 
war, 
went on a bombing mis- 
sion and killed 128 million of 
the enemy. 


His victims were grasshop- 
pers. His bomb load was 7,350 
pounds of poison bran. In 25 
minutes over the traget area 
he wiped out enough of 
the 
vicious insects to reach end- 
to-end from New .York to Los 
Angeles. 


This happened on a single 


flight y e s t e r d a y . Archie is 
making about eight a day and 
will continue this schedule for 
30 days, which should 
make 


him number one on the grass- 
hoppers blacklist. 


Geiser pilots a C-47 which is 
the spearhead in the govern- 
ment's air war to head off a 
new grasshopper invasion of 
the grain belt. About 25 other 
smaller planes are being used. 


The 128 million is a theoret- 
ical but conservative figure. 
Ground investigations 
after 
previous flights have shown a 
kill of 90 to 95 per cent of the 
'hoppers in the area pelted with 
poison. 


Geiser 
bombarding 
a 
section in which experts 
had 
estimated the 'hopper popula- 
tion at a minimum of 20 to the 
square yard. He sparyed 1,470 
acres in the single flight. 


Geiser will be here through 
today and move on to another 
base. He and other pilots are 
expected in the coming month 
to wipe out the 
grasshopper 
menace over an area of 35,000,- 
000 acres.
